While the country is passing 
through a trying and most de- 
pressing season of post-war re- 
adjustment;:.with two ‘nation-wide 
strikes pending settlement, each in- 
volving a basic industry the opera- 
t¥on of which is necessary to the 
public welfare, and: with the eco- 
nomic atmosphere ° charged, per- 
haps,.as never before with the spirit 
of-mrest, this is no time to tinker 
with legislation of the sort con- 
templated by the anti-picketing bill. 

If enacted at all, this bill could 
not possibly be enacted ° without 
a hard, bitter fight in committee 
and on the floor of either house of 
the general assembly, which inevit- 
ably would intensify a situation that 
already is tense almost to the point- 
of} disruption; and would in no 
way nor to any degree simplify 
matters or hasten the settlement of 
the immediate controversies that 
are interfering seriously with ‘the 
operation of the coal-mines and 


generally.

I MUST BE NO LET-UP 


IN ROAD DEVELOPMENT. 

‘All of this by way otf news! 

What I want to discuss is the leg- 
islative end of the proposftion—the 
bills in particular that the highway 
committee of the house has submitted 
looking to the matching of federal 
aid, and the formulation of a thor- 
ough, business-like system in making 
Georgia one of the most highly de- 
veloped good-road states in the union. 

Of course there is no argument nee 
essary as to the advantages of a state 
system of highways. 

Time was when there were skepti- 


Jeal and destructive elements at work 


against the building of: paved roads, 
but that time has passed. °.. 

_ It is just as well to think today 
of going back to the old days of 
horse and buggy and the mule and 
wagon, as the most advanced meth- 
ods of vehicular travel, as to think of 
a state and people commercially and 
industrially and financially develop- 
ing—even educationally and spiritual- 
ly developing—without the aid of the 
paved highway. 

Legislative Program and What It 

Means. 

They are under present conditions 
just as important in a general pro- 
gram of progression as are the school 
houses and the churches. 

I shall, therefore, pass up any 
argument that might be made in 
favor of geod roads—and always more 
ggod roads. ce 
Now as to the legislative prp- 
gram— 

In the first place state: road de- 
velopment in this country has been 
the outcome directly of the federal 
law extending aid in the construction 
of post roads. 

But few states would today have a 
comprehensive road sys*em had it not 
been for that law—a comparatively 
recent law too, and enacted by -a 
democratie congress. Georgia, farm- 
ers today would generally be hauling 
their products to market through gul- 
leys of mud and beds of sand had it 
not been the saving grace of the fed- 
eral aid and the.progressive spirit of 
the legislature and the various coun- 
ties that subsequently made it avail- 
able. 
But the good work that has been 
begun must be kept up. Federal aid 
can be made available only by match- 
ing it; and then it must be done 
through a_ state road organization 
functioned by the statutes to meet 
the federal requirements. 

Today Georgia is up against meet- 
ing the federal aid that is available. 
It eannot be done by waiting on the 
vehicular license income alone; and 
certainly not in the magnitude and in 
the quickness of time that present 
opportunities demand. 

The people of today need roads 
today. 

Then with the proper maintegance 
they will serve also the generations 
to come. 

Certainly it cannot be argued that 
we should move along in a slip-shod, 
crazy-quilt way, building as we may 
with our own funds, rejecting the aid 
of the government that has _ been 
made possible for all states by fed- 
eral taxation, and leaving to the 
generations to come the problem of 
grasping the opportunities—if there 
are any—that may come :to a state 
tailing the line in the modern pro- 

In my own travels through conti- 
cession. 
nental Europe the feature that im- 
pressed me most was the old Roman 
highway—here, there, everywhere— 
handed down by the fathers as a 
heritage of priceless value. 

The Georgia road program should 
be pushed now, and expedited as 
much as consistent business will per- 
mit: and the fxleral aid allocated to 
Georgia should be made available to 
the last penny—-and every year 4s 
long as the government continues this 
great work. |

It is not necessary to issue any 
$75,000,000 worth of state bonds now 
or at any time in theefuture, but as

GENERAL PROVISIONS 
OF SET OF BILLS. 

These bilis provide for the issuance 
of $5,000,000 of bonds in the year 
1923, and the general assembly is 
given the power to issue from. time to 
time during the period from 1923 to 
1932 such amount of bonds (not ex- 
ceeding $7,000,000 in any one year) 
as YU per centof tbe previous year’s in- 
come from auto tag license and motor 
fuels tax will retire after taking care 
of all previous isues as to principal 
and interest. 

This provision leaves the issuance 
of the legislature from year to year, 
of any additional bonas in the hands 
after the .bond ‘commission has as- 
sured the legislature that such amount 
is possiblé in compliance with the con- 
stitutional provisions already referred 
to 


It is proposed that the bond com- 


‘mission shall consist of the governor, 


the secretary of state, and the treas- 
urer. 

The. bond commission and the legis- 
lature are two safeguards against the 
possibility of the constitutional pro- 
visions being exceeded or violated. The 
bonds are to be serial, hence there 
will be no need of a sinking fund 
commission. 

The bills submitted by the joint 
committee do not, remove the five mill 
tax limit and leave that section of the 
constitution us it now stands, but 
they do put the faith and credit of the 
state behind the bonds so as to sell 


them to greater advantage. 

Under the yrovisions it will be pnys- 
ically: impossible tor the ad valorem 
tax to ever be increased: tu retire the 
bonds. In the first place, the issuance 
of the bonds is-limited to the funds 
arising from the auto tag license, the 
gasoline tax, and any possible lubri- 
cating oil tax; and in the second 
place the legislature cannot go beyond 
the five mill limit, and the bond law 


provided for by past egislatures, and | 


maximum of $7,000,000. 

The proposed bills limit the state 
highway department in the building 
and paving of the state aid roads to 
a minimum of $8,000 of all avail- 
able funds per miie and to a max!i- 
mum of $18;000 of: the state’s fund 
per mile upon any one road in, the 
state, 

But the maximum may be augment- 
ed by federal uid funds, ceunty 
funtls or funds from any other. source. 

The state highway department 1s 
also required to first complete ene 
road in every county seat before a 
second road is built in any county. 

The refund to counties out of the 
proceeds of any bonds shail not begin 
until the year 1927 because the gaso- 
line tax is morally pledged to take the 
place of the W. A. road rental 
until then. ‘The .state road fund will 
then be large enough .to permit this 
refunding and not interfere with a 
large and uniform pregram construc- 
tion necessary to eomplete the sys- 
tem in a réasonable time.

REFUND EACH COUNTY 
MONEY ALREADY SPENT. 

In 1927 when this refunding or re- 
imbursing of the counties for what 
they -have spent on the state aid 
roads is begun the bills provide te 
this fund 20 per cent each year there- 
after of the amount*so spent out of 
any bonds- authorized under these 
provisions, 

Each. county is:.to be refunded for 
the actual amount it may have spent 
on the state roads.up to $16,000 per 
mile, which is the limit set on reim- 
bursing. This should eliminate eriti- 
cism that hus heretofore been made 
of extravagant expenditures and high 
cost in some of the road construe- 
tion—that is, so far as this refunding 
provision is concerned. ag 

The limitation of $8.000 mini- 
mum and $18,000 per mile maxi- 
mum, and the limitagion to one road 
throuzh each county first, is intended 
to get a county seat to county seat 
system of roads completed as early 
as possible and -to assure each county 
equal participation in the ex pendi- 
ture of the state rvad fund. 

The. bills -previde for serial bonds 
payable in equal yearly installments 
in the 30-year limitation period. ‘Ihe 
advantages of serial bonds are ob- 
anc an taeanvesion received ennual- 
ly for their payment are used each 
year for that purpose instead of being 
accummiated through a long term of 


}vears in a sinking fund necessitating 


a winking fund commission and during 
such a long period of vears “there 
would always be some danger of risk 
of loss or partial loss in investments 
that might be made in such funds ;

ABNORMAL BEHAVIOR. 

_A correspondent sends this commu- 

nication : 

Dear Doctor: 

_ Will you kindly advise me regard- 
ing my husband. 

He is so, nervous and high strung 
that sometimes I fear .he is insane. 
He sleeps little at night, because. 
he says. his mind is so crowded with 
thoughts that hecan’t sleep. But, -doe- 
tor, if he can’t sleep he won’t let me 
sleep. He sighs aloud or keeps in- 
cessantly tapping the side of the bed 
sometimes tor hours without .inter- 
ruption. He will lie with his head 
in his hand raised apon his elbow 
just watching me, and lately I ain. 
eginning to feel afraid of him. He 
says he is always depressed and has 
terrible -thoughts, but he won’t tell 
me what they are. Sometimes, he. 
says, he thinks of killing himself. 

fe always imagines some one is 
trying to injure him or hurt nis 
feelings in some way and no one in 
the world pleases him. 

He is always .watching me with 
his eyes squinted: and a_ peculiar 
smile on his face, something quite 
unlike his old self. It makes me 
feel like screaming. He has noth- 
ing to make him worry. He ought 
to be happy. We have been married 
18 years and until now our life has 
béen a happy one_ together. We 
have two girls and a boy, 16, 13 and 
10 years old, respectively. . . . He is 
44 years old. .My people do not live 
in this country and I do not know 
where to turn for advice. I can’t 
prevail upon him to visit the doctor. 
If he does go into a doctor’s office 
he won’t wait, but no matter how 
many are ahead of him, if the dor- 
tor won’t see him immediately he 
walks out. He says he can’t waste 
his life sitting in a doctor’s office.

If it is a question of insanity, 
then after a visit or interview the phy- 
sician will pe in a position to give ad- 
vice about the proper procedure. 

If it is impossible to arrange a vol- 
untary interview with the physician, 
than it is the wife’s duty, in this case, 
to apply to a court of record for a 
commission in lunacy to examine’ the 
man. &ome such formal procedure is 
required in order to place an insane 
person under proper hospital treat- 
ment, unless the person himself volun- 
tarily enters an institution for the 
treatment of méntal disease. 

The judge of.any court not lower 
than magistrate’s or county court is 
empowered to appoint a commission of 
two physicians qualified as examiners 
in lunacy to carry out this require- 
ment. The judge names such a com- 
mission on the application of any re- 
sponsible relative of the patient. : 

In a considerable number of cases 
of abnormal behavior prompt action 
and proper medical treatment wil} 
bring about restoration, whereas, pro- 
erastination too often leads to much 
nnnecessarv distress and eyen. tfag- 
edly. Surely there should he no ques- 
tion of the wisdom of cailing in the 
family doctor in anv such instance if 
the individual declines to go to the 
doctor’s office. 7

W rites of Kindergarten Bill 


er Leader 


The interest of the mothers of Geor- 
gia in the permissive kindergarten 
bill now before the general assemble 
is expressed by Mrs. Charles H. Mor- 


ris, president of the Atlanta Parent- 
Teacher Presidents club, who is steer- 
ing chairman for this bill for the 
State legislative council of woman's 
state’ organizations in an article writ- 
ten for The Constitution. 

The women’s organizations especial- 
ly urging the: bill in the Georgia 
Federation of Woman's Clubs, the Par- 
ent-Teacher associations and Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance union. 

Mrs. Morris.says: 

*“The mothers of Georgia are waking 

up to’ the fact that the kindergarten 
age is one of the most important of 
the child’s life. It is the creative pe- 
riod and the seed planting time. The 
kindergarten prepares the soil upon 
which the proper foundation of the 
later education comes. It forms a 
natural bond between the home and 
the school. It bases its first work 
upon the home in the child’s capitol 
of. experience and gradually extends 
the home interests to cover the larger 
social gpoup and more extended ac- 
tivities of the kindergarten, and then 
on to the special interests of the 
school. 

“If one is interested in the, details 
of knowing how this is done, examine. 
the written plan of work in any good 
kindergarten. The kindergarten con- 


siders the whole nature of the child; 
physical, mental and moral; i 
every aspect of that nature a chance 
for exercising, training and growth. 
Kindergarten education is a motor, 
and its aim is to deveiop human pow- 
er. Some of the watch-wovrds are self- 
activity, wanting te do through doing, 


from within, out. The child-also gets 
special training for his lower nerve 
center He gains control over his 
physical organism. He gains the 
ability .to obey promptiy and to carry 
out instructions; the abitity to con- 
centrate aftention; the ability to carry 
his own ideas into effective action. 

“The indergarden furnishes a 
mental background for the formal 
study of reading, writing, arithmetic 
and geography. In teaching a child 
to write, the following processes will 
be involved: First, holding and direct- 
ing the pencil; second, observing the 
copy: third, reproducing the copy; 
fourth, connecting the symbol with the 
idea. ‘The kindergarten promotes the 
happiness of children. They delight 
in its activities, all of which are based 
upon their natural instincts. The 
kindergarten promotes the physical 
well-being of the child. 

“E have confined this outline to a 
few of the-most obvious and practical 
reasons, and have not attempted to set 
forth the deeper values and latter 
truths upon which these practical mer- 
‘its_rest.”

canning, they must use the ~ 

Principles that are applied to he au 
lection of fresh fruits for immediate 
eating. this is a mistaken idea. 
Take peaches, for example, a fruit 
that you are no doubt buying for 
canning at this time of year. When 
you buy fruit for this purpose avoid 
the very ripe fruits, or they will fall 


apart and prove generally unsuitable: 


for your purpose, It is better’to buy 
harder peaches. The best kinds for 
canning are the lemon and orange 
cling” (clinging stones) and the va- 
riety of peach known as a “Craw- 
ford Freestone.” 


If you are buying pineapple for 


_ canning, choose those which are yel- 


lowish and which have- smooth sur- 
faces. Hawaiidn pineapple is best 
for canning. : 

Plums chosen for canning can be 
of'any variety, according to taste, but 
the important thing is not to get them 
too ripe. Be sure to get hard plums, 
or they will spoil quickly, even be 
fore you have a chance to can them. 
If you are going to can) cherriesg_be 


sure that you choose fruit which is| 


unblemished, and that has the stems 
left on. If they have the stems off 
when you buy them (of course, you 
remove the stems for canning), they 
‘will not keep well, and are likely to 
be moldy and to contain worms. 

If you are going to choose pears 
for pickling you will want, of coufse, 
small Seeckle pears. When you bur 
them be sure they are unbruised and 
are not too soft at the core.

IN OKLAHOMA. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., July 31.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—With the 
Ku Klux Klan declared to be sup- 
porting one candidate for the nomi- 
nation for the governor and repre- 
sentative of the klan denying that 
organization was taking any active 
part in the campaign, Oklahomas 
three-cornered democratic, gubermato- 
rial primary campaign closed tonight 
and voters made ready to go to the 
polls tomorrow. 

Overshadowing the alleged klan i+ 
sue in importance, according to many 
observers, was the candidacy of J. 
©. Walton, farmer-labor candidate for 
democratic nomination, for the may- 
orship of Oklahoma City 

He has been indorsed by the farmer- 
labor reconstruction leagues in Okla- 
homa and has espoused public owner- 
ship of a number of utilities, state 
aid for farmers, and the Plumb plan 
for government control of railroads. 

Walton’s campaign. has attracted 
widespread attention in the guberna- 
torial race between him, Thomas H. 
Owen, former justice of the’ state 
supreme court, and R. H. Wilson, su- 
perintendent of the state board of edu- 
eation, of Oklahoma City. 

Mr. Wilson had been given the in- 
dorsement in slates purporting to 
have been issued by the Ku Klux Klan, 
but today the official publication of 
the organization printed an editorial 
denying that the klan, as an organi- 
zatioh, was backing any candidate. It 
branded as “malicious falsehood” ru- 
mors that the klan will vote as a unit 
under the dictation of officials. 

A total of a quarter-million to 275,- 
000 ballots, it was expected, will be 
cast by the voters of the three par- 
ties -entered, democratic, republican 
and socialist, it was estimated tonight 
by officials of the state election board. 
The board has sent out 550.000 ba/- 
lots. 

These officials predicted women 

would cast 25 per cent of the total 
vote. It will be the first time women 
of Oklahoma have been a voice in 
selecting state officers.

The attention of Premier Lloyd 
George is being focused on central 
Europe and the Near: East. The 
German mark has reached its lowest 
level, being. valued at. the rate of 
about SOO to the dollar. <A trouble- 
some situation has arisen In the Near 
East as the resuit of the threat of 
the Greeks.to occupy Constantinople. 
In Italy there is a- serious cabinet 
upheaval. The French sre becoming 
increasingly restive at the attitude of 
Germany on reparations. 

The foreign office has prepared a 
reply to the note of Premier Poincare, 
on reparations, announcing that Lloyd 
George will meet Poincare in London 
Monday, and expressing a desire that 
discussions be confined to reparations. 
The Near Eastern question, the note 


suggests, be temporarily held in abey-* 


ance. 

Italy and Belgium have both been 
invited to send representatives to the 
meeting, giving the conference’ an 
aspect of greater importance. The 
note was to be sent to Paris Monday 
night. 

Lloyd George announced that the 
British representatives in Athens, 
complying with instructions from the 
home government, had warned Greece 
that attempts to oceupy Constanti- 
nople would not be tolerated. 

The serions consequences that 
would follow have served momentarily 
to ease the situation, and the Greek 
goevrnment has given definite assur- 
ances that Greek troops wil not enter 
the neutral zones without the consent 
of the allies. 

However, Greek troops continue to 
land at Robosto, 25,000 having thus 
far arrived. A British cruiser 
squadron is proceeding from Malta to 
Constatinople as a_ precautionary 
measure, and the British Mediferga- 
nean fleet is being brought up to ful 
strength.
